The theatre closed ‘at'8}'o’clock,'and the people 
poured in masses tothe Feldherrnhalle, (Hall’ of 
thé Marshals,) to awaif ‘the coming’ of the torch. 
light procession of the studénts. 

The Hall of ‘the’ Marshals stands atone énd of 
the Ludwigstrasse, which is a hundred and eighty 
feet wide and about a mile long. At the other end 
is the famous triumphal arch, (in the style of Con- 
STANTINE’S at Rome,) and, the street being straight, 
the-vista from the Hall is ‘magnificent: The Feld- 
hetrihalle itself -is a ‘copy of the Loggia dei Lanzi, 
in Florence, and consists of a high open portico, 
which takes up'a hundred and twenty feet of the 
width of the Ludwigstrasse, leaving only a narrow 
lane on each side. . It. derives its name the 
ch 
stand under the two arches on either side the steps 
which lead up into the-portico. 

On. this occasion the Hall was brilliantly illu- 
minated, and under the middle arch, looking very 
puny in contrast ‘with the colossal bronzes beside 
it, was a white bust of Sonmier. The choir, 
with their singing books all ready, stood waiting 
around the bust ; and below, in the cold and mud, 
about twenty thousand men, women and children 
stood waiting too. 

The “Tackelzug” was to start at half-past eight 
from the “Gate of Victory” already mentioned, 
which is hard by the University ; and a little after 
that hour the lurid glare upon the sky, and the 
palaces that line the street, announced. that they 
were coming. There:were from six ‘to eight. hun- 
dred torches “which sent forth’ a’cloud ‘of bit- 
uminous smoke that’ hung many hours over the 
city. The. procession, ‘making. way for itself 


through the crowd by carrying the torches flame’ 


outwards, reached at last the foot of the steps, and 
halted. The eager choir then had its opportunity. 
A black profile .of' a -man. then -appeared’in -the 
blaze of light, and began furiously to beat time, 
sO néar poor SCHILLER’s head that one feared 
every instant to se¢ its emptiness ‘exposed. The 
ode which followed was grandly sung, by severa| 
hundred male voices ; and its effect was heightened 
by the acoustic aid of the arched Hall. , After the 
ode, a head:was, seen near ScuHiLner’s head, and 
a shrill voice made,a,short speech, to inform us 
that.we were met to celebrate the birthday “of a 
man who” &., &., (quite inaudible for some time: 
and at last) THREE CHEERS FOR SUHILLER! Then 
there was a great flourish of trumpets and -drums, 
and everybody said. Hoch / quite distinctly, three 
times. That’s the way the Germanscheer, When 
we were done, there were.three more hochs from 
the people on the outskirts of the crowd, who had 
just got itinto their heads what it was all-about. 
The torches now began to. stresm down through 
the street at the left of the Hall; past the Palace,

forward to kiss hers, bade her: a ‘last farewell. 
The lady who personated the unfortunate Queen 
was beautiful enough to rival her; and; standing in 
the centre of the scené, calm in the midst of such 
emotion as was depicted in the countenances and 
attitudes of the rest, she equaled one’s. imagina- 
tions of that moment; as it is described in history 
and poetry—the highest. praise that can be given 
to such a representation. This tableau was. four 
times shown. It seemed as though people never 
could look at it..enough. “The Death of Ges 


ler,’”’ from “Williston Tell,” was 6iso. much ap- 


plauded. 

The last tableau was called the “Apotheosis. of 
Schiller.” 
was drawn aside amid enthusiastic. acclamation- 
The likeness of the statue in dress. and counte- 
nance was striking, and the conception very effec- 
tive.. ‘The great poet was represented as rising be- 
fore us as if from the grave. ‘His'right hand was 
uplifted in warning, and over his head were em- 
blazoned the words: “Sei ecinig, einig, cinig ! p 
(Be united, united, united.) 

This allusion tothe political: significance of the 
Schillerfest, although remote, was ‘sufficient to 
bring down the. house. At the foot of the statue 
stood four allegorical figures, representing the na- 
tions of Bavaria, Franconia, Swabis and Saxony, 
who, led by the fifth, ‘* Munichia,” ‘hung gilded 
wreaths upon’ the pedestal, while a grand festival 
chorus of BEETHOVEN was sung by the choir. 

After this the seats were removed from the body 
of the hall, and for two’ hours, until. midnight, the 
dance was in order. At twelve (the church au- 
thorities having forbidden any dancing.on Friday) 
the assembly separated, with. the. pleasantest.re- 
collections to take with them, and the liveliest re- 
gret that centennials only come once ina hundred 
years. It is designed to photograph the tableaux, 
and form an album of them, which: shall serve as 
souvenirs of the evening’s festivities. 

The next evening, “ Wallenstein’s Lod” was giv- 
en in the Theatre. The house was full, and the 
performance unusually good. To-day, the. 12th,’
